Without the lights, the driver 
misjudged the next curve, and the car 
went off the road to the left. After 
proceeding through more than a hun- 
dred feet of light woods, the Vega 
came to rest against some trees, com- 
pletely demolished 

Fire fighters were summoned to ex- 
tricate the passengers from the car. 
In addition to the 18-year-old male 
driver, the car contained four female

‘Ding’ Driscoll dies 


Harold E. (Ding) Driscoll, a coach, 
teacher and administrator in the 
Wilmington public school system for 
more than’33 years, died ‘on August 1 
following a short illness 

Ding Driscoll was born in Lawrence 
and graduated from St. James High 
School where he was an outstanding 
Schoolboy athlete in all sports. Some 
of the records he set have never been 
equalled or surpassed. He played on 
three championship teams under the 
late Bodger Carroll. 

He received many scholarship 
offers, but he accepted a four year 
scholarship from Villanova Universi- 
ty because he wanted to play for 
Harry Stuhldreher, of the legendary 
Four Horsemen of Notre Dame. His 
athletic career was ended by a serious 
football injury which occured in his 
sophomore year at Villanova 
However, he continued his college 
studies while serving as an assistant 
football coach i 

During his four years at Villanova, 
Ding was president of his class and 
president of the Student Council. He 
graduated from Villanova with a B.S. 
in Economics and a B.S, in Education 
After graduation, he became football 
coach at St. John's Prep in Brooklyn, 
New York, and he served as assistant 
basketball coach under Buck 
Freeman at St. John’s College in 
Brooklyn. 

He commenced his long association 
with the Wilmington school system in 
1936, when he accepted a position as a 
teacher and a coach of all sports. 
During his career, he had many 
successful teams, but he was most 
proud of the undefeated football 
teains of 1939 and 1940. The fact that 
the Wilmington teams had the same 
colors, blue and white, and nickname 
of Wildcats, as Villanova was not a 
coincidence. 

From 1947 until his retirement in 
1969, Ding held positions of increasing 
responsibility in the Wilmington 
school system. Some of these 
positions were: Principal of the 
Junior High School, Chairman of the 
Social Studies Department, Assistant 
Principal of the High School, Director 
of the Work Study Programs, and 
Director of Federal Projects. 

‘The work study program he in- 


stituyed as well as federal programs. 
such as Head Start and Title I, were 
so successful that they were copied or 
served as models for other school 
systems throughout the nation. 

In 1962, he completed the re- 
quirements for a Master's Degree in 
Education at Suffolk University, He 
took many other graduate studies at 
various other colleges 

He helped organize the Villanova 
Alumni Club of Lawrence and. held 
various positions in the club including 
president, treasurer, secretary and 
others. In 1977, Ding was honored by 
Villanova as one of their outstanding 
alumni and was awarded a special 
citation by the President of Villanova.

Mr. Driscoll is survived by his wife, 
Mary (Brennan) -Driscoll of Andover, 
and a brother. orge (Mickey) 
Driscoll of Lawrence.

‘Two MBTA bus routes from 
Malden Station, Routes 136 
and- 17, will terminate in 
Reading Square when the fall 
timetable goes into .effect, 
Saturday, September 9. The 
two routes, now terminating 
at the Readjng-Wilmington 
line and the Reading-North 


Reading line, respectively, 
are being cut back due to low 
ridership. 


In a letter to Frank Smith, 
Chairman of the Reading 
Board of Selectmen, MBTA 
Chairman Robert R. Kiley 
said, “I regret having to take 
this action. However, par- 
ticularly in the light of public 
sentiment about property tax- 
es and government spending, I 
am certain that you can un- 
derstand our need to enforce 
minimum productivity stan- 
dards in the utilization of our 
resources.” 

Last Spring, the MBTA 
agreed to continue service on 
these routes on a trial basis to 
determine if there 
significant inert 
ridership. . 

Passenger counts taken on 
four different weekda: 
however, showed that buses 
on these two routes are nearly 
empty. Riders on Route 136 
average one to five persons on 
each of the eight trips each 
day. On this route, regular 
riders on each bus would have 
to be at least 12 people in peak 
hours and eight in off-peak 
hours to meet the minimum 
MBTA Service Standards as 
approved by the MBTA Ad- 
visory Board. 

The figures are similarly 
low for Route 137 

The MBTA will be under- 
taking appropriate public in- 
formation activities to notify 
riders of the September 9 dis- 
continuance of this service.

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Wilmington family travels ‘North to Alaska’

Joe Croft returned Sunday from a 
vacation that cost him thousands of 
dollars. two broken windshields, 17 
flat tires and a beat-up motor home 
and one that gave him another mouth 
to feed, but Joe's not complaining 

That vacation, a seven-week trip to 
the state of Alaska, was the fulfill 
ment of a dream he’s had for more 
than 20 years 

Back in the 1950s, Joe was stationed 
in Anchorage with the U,S. Air Force. 
He liked it so well that he stretched 
out a normal year's tour of duty into 
two and one-half years. When he 
finally left to return to the Bay State. 
he vowed like General MacArthur, to 
one day return. 

When the time came, Joe, being a 
generous sort, decided to share his 
adventure not only with his family but 
also with four young men from his 
neighborhood. Before they returned 
this week, their entourage had ex 
panded to include a half-starved, 
stray St. Bernard dog the Crofts have 
named Alcan Miss, after the highway 
which runs across Canada and Alaska 

Alcan was discovered by the Crofts 
on their way home, lying more dead 
than alive in the dust of the road 
whose name she bears. Croft. who 
already had a St. Bernard named 
Eloise waiting at home, said he nearly 
wept at the dog’s battered condition 

She was completely dehydrated 
and all cut up.” he said, “had lost 
toes, and was 40 miles from the 
nearest town 

The Crofts picked her up and nursed 
her back to health. Tuesday after- 
noon, she trotted around the Croft 
home on Williams Avenue like a new 
dog, with only a lingering slimness to 
bear witness to the fact that she had 
nearly perished 5000 miles away 

‘Traveling to Alaska with Croft were 
his three sons: Danny, 17, Gary, 16, 
and Michael 15, and David Ward, Curt 
Smith, Joseph Murphy and Jamie 
Duggan, all of Wilmington, Croft's 
wife Jacqueline, preferring to pass up 
the rougher part of the trip, flew up to 
meet her family and spent a month 
with them touring Alaska 

Planning for the event began in 
earnest two years ago. Itineraries 
were mapped out, ideas were ex- 
changed. Because almost 85% of 
Alaska is inaccessible by car, the 
Crofts bought along eight motor- 
cycles, five of them purchased 
specifically for the trip from Crofts 
1977 income tax, return check. 


Gene Duggan, the father of one of 
the boys who was to go along. con- 
structed a trailer: big enough to haul 
all of them 

Earlier in the year, arrangements 
had been made to rent a motor home 
to carry the adventurers and their 
belongings. 

By mid June, Croft figured he was 
just about ready to take off 

Then, two weeks before their depar- 
ture date, the owner of the motor 
home called to say he couldn't rent 
them his vehicle. Rather than upset 
his plans, a determined Croft scraped 
together the necessary funds and 
purchased a 28-foot Dodge motor 
home. Wearing the slogan “Alaska or 
Rust’ on the tailgate of their trailer: 
the Croft expedition left on schedule 

But there were more rough spots in 
store for Croft before reaching the 
land he'd dreamed about for decades. 
‘The trip called for crossing two moun- 
tain ranges, the Canadian Rockies and 
the Mount Hood Range, and for 
traveling 1300 miles on the dusty un 
paved Alcan Highway 

‘The road was built in 1941 to help de- 
fend Alaska against Japanese troops 
who occupied nearby Attu and Kiska 
islands. According to Croft, it was in 
much better condition in the 1960s 
than it is now. Only one out of every 
five vehicles to cross the highway es- 
capes without a broken windshield. 
said Croft: His vehicle suffered two 
the result of boulders bouncing up 
from the road’s surface. 

By the time they had reached 
theend of the highway, Croft said, a 
half inch of dust had settled on 
everything inside and outside the 
motor home and had to be steamed off 
at a special cleaning station set up 
there for travelers. 

And it was on the Alcan Highway, at 
Beaver Creak, that the Crofts nearly 
lost their motor home entirely. Driv. 
ing along late at night, Croft lost con: 
trol of the vehicle on the bumpy road 
and it plunged off the road and into a 
swamp. , No one was hurt, but the 
motor home sank up to its doors in 
black mud and had to be hauled out by 
wreckers 

Undaunted, Croft and his crew 
refused to let a few minor incidents 
dampen their enthusiasm 

“We spent five weeks in Alaska, 
he said, “and toured every inch we 
could. We went to the ends of every 
road we could travel.” 
+One surprising coincidence which 
Croft related was that after traveling 


thousands of miles to the outer limits 
of the continent, on the furthest tip of 
the road in Homer, Alaska he met two 
of his Wilmington neighbors, Mr. and 
Mrs. Louis Baxter of 133 Glen Road, 
who had taken the ferry route to 
Homer instead of traveling overland 
as Croft had done. 

Among the experiences Croft and 
his companions shared were walking 
on glaciers in mid-summer; panning 
for gold in Dawson Creek; viewing 
Mount McKinley on one of its ex- 
tremely rare, clear days; and fishing 
for salmon in streams where they 
were so plentiful you could reach in 
and pull them out with your bare 
hands if the law let you (which it 
doesn't) 

At campgrounds where they stayed 
and along the way, they encountered a 
black bear and her two cubs, six 
grizzlies, a caribou, a moose and a 
dahl sheep. 

Croft said that the most memorable 
experience of the trip, however, was a 
trek to a remote copper mine near 
Chitina, a sleepy little town with a 
population of 35. 

At Chitina, he said, they parked the 
motor home and traveled 63 miles by 
motorcycle to McCarthy, population 
12, There they had to hand-cable 
themselves across a wide, swift river 
in cable-carts and then hike the 
remaining five miles to the now 
closed-down mountain mine. 

Four families are living there, said 
Croft, but except for one woman who 
does weather surveying for the 
government, he could see no means of 
livelihood for them. 

Croft's placid blue eyes flashed with 
anger when he talked about the ex- 
ploitation of Alaska’s native Eskimos 
by slicker stateside businessmen. 


there in the fifties, they were treated 
like humans.” 

According to Croft, in Valdiez 3000 
unemployed workers are waiting for 
the Alaskan stretch of the pipeline to 
go through, but only a fraction of 
these will find work when it does. 

The pipeline, he admits, is “a sen- 
ve subject with me. I think the 
imo got the worst of that deal."” 

He illustrated by citing the ease of 
one lawyer who, he said, handled a $50 
million lawsuit for his Eskimo client 
and kept a $45 million fee for himself. 
Incidents like these are not uncom- 
mon, he said. 

Other aspects of the Alaskan 
economy Croft found more pleasant, 
however. Because the land is still so 
rugged, almost everyone there owns a 

. plane and an air strip. Croft, a plane 
enthusiast himself, is currently in the 
process of restoring an antique 
seaplane and plans to fly back to 
Alaska for another visit when it is 
finished 

Although they ate a lot of peanut 
butter, (“None of us knew how to 
cook,” said Croft, “and even the dog 
refused some of our pancakes."’) and 
spent a lot of money, Croft sald he

Except for $100 each in spending 
money which he asked his guests to 
take along, Croft footed the bill for 
gasoline, food and other essentials. 
The gasoline bill alone came to $2300.

‘At Wilmington High, Ding was respected, and hated, 
and loved, often all at the same time: 

One of his former pupils, concurring- with 
McMahon's evaluation, said, “Yes, he was stern, but 
fair....the kind of teacher you could talk to.’" 


‘Two of Ding's most strongly held convictions, which 
he bequeathed to his students in history and civics 
classes, were that Americans must become aware of 
the challenges to their way-of life presented by the 
dual threats of Communism and corruption in public 
office. 

Asa 15-year-old student in U.S. History class, more 
years ago than I care to think about, I heard, and filed 
away for future note, one of Ding’s prophecies. 

It's high time, he said, that a black man was elected 
to national office, The man mtost likely to achieve the 
honor first, according to Driscoll in 1960, was a 
Massachusetts man with spotless integrity, Edward 
Brooke 4 

Time has a way of taking its toll. 

Ding was also known around town for his quick wit. 
Superintendent of Schools Walter Pierce, who taught 
business subjects at the high school in the early sixties 
when Ding still divided his time between teaching and
